Debate in the Houfe of Clinabs, on the 


Second Reading a: Bill to prevent In- a 


conveniencies arifing from Infurance of 


Ships. The Bill being read, 
The Hurgolet Branard jpoke thus: 


HERE cannot be 
brought before this 
Houfe any Queftions 
S more difficult in 
themfelves, more en- 
® tangled with a Mul- 

“® tiplicity of Relations, 
or more perplex’d with an endlefs Di- 
verfity of Circumftances than thofe 
which relate to commercial Affairs ; 
Affairs on which the moft experiencd 
Often difagree, and on which the moit 
Sagacious may deceive themfelves with 
erroneous Conjectures. 

There are no Queftions, Sir, which 
require fo much perional Knowledge of 
the Subject to which they relate, nor 
is there any Subject with which fo few 
Gentlemen in this Houfe have had 
Opportunities of being acquainted. 





Interefts, fo much incites a falfe Repre- 
fentation. In all thefe Cafes, Deceit is 
eafy, and there is a ftrong Temptation © 
to deceive. 

Nor are thefe Queftions Sir al- 
ways perplexed by intentional Fraud, 


B or falfe Affertions of which they that 


utter them, are themfelvés confciots. 

Thofe who deceive us, do not al- 
ways fupprefs any Truth of which they 
are convinced, or fet Faéts before us in 
any other Light, than that in which 
themfelves behold them ; they for the 
mot Part err with’an honeft In:ention, 
and propagate no Miflakcs but thofe 
which they have themfelves admitted. 

Of this Kind, Sir, are doubtlefs the 
Mizalures propo.ed in ‘he Bill before us, 


D which thoie by whom hey are promo 


ted, may eafily think to be of Benefit 
to the Publick, but which, I believe, 
will appear the Relule of imperfect 
Views, and partial Confideration. 


E ‘The gteat and fundamental Error, 


Sir, of the Patrons of this Bill, feems, 
to be an Opinion that the Praétice of 
infuring, is not known to other Nations 
nor can be carried on in any other 


There are no Queftions, Sir, which F Place, and from this Principle they 
their Variety of Relations to different 
Perfons expofes to be fo ealily mifre- 
prefented without Deteétion, nor any 
in which the Oppofition of particular 


deduce Confequences, which, if they 
were inevitably certain, might ea- 
fily influence us to an immediate Ap- 
probation of the Bill, as neceflary to 
fe- 
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our Commerce, and diftrefs our 


nemies. 


They conclude, Sir, with fufficient | 


Juftnefs, that very few Merchants would 
hazard their Fortunes in long Voyages 
or diftant»Commerce, or @xpofe-them 
felges to the-Dangers of War, without 

which Infurances afford them, 
and having perfuaded themfelves that 
fach Security is to be obtained from no 


other Natign,, they.im gine that we | 


might, by prohibiting it,~ confiné all 
the Foreign Veflels in their Ports, and 
defiroy by one Refolution the Trade 
OF Both our Rivals and our. Enemies. 
That our Eaf Idnian Company may 
defire the Ratification of this Bill, I 
eahnot deny,-becau'e they might per- 
haps receive from it fome/temporary 
Apvantage by the fhort Inconveniencics 
which thofe. whom they. confider- as 
the.Ewemies of their Commerce would 
fecl from it.,.They may. defire it, 


becaufe the Experiment, if it fails, ag 
it muft, cannot injurethem ; and if it 
fucceeds, may produce great Advantages 


to them; they may with jit, becaule 
they will feel the immediate Benefit, 
and.the Detriment will fall upon o- 
Diese. 

‘.T fhall not enquire whether our 
Merchants are inclined to look with 
Malevolence on all thofe. who culti- 
Vate the fame Branches of Commerce 
with themfelves, though they _ have 
neither the Violation of natural Rights, 
nor the Infringement of National 
Treaties, to complain of I fhould 
be vnwilling tolufpeé&t a Lilliputian 
Merchant whofe Acquaintance with 
the Conftitution of hisown Country 
bught to fhew. him the Value of Li- 
berty, who ought to be above nar- 
row Schemes, by the Knowledge 
which his Profeffion enables him to 
gain, ofa Defire to encroach upon the 
Rights of others, or to engrofs the 
general Benefts of Nature, and fhal! 
only obferve, that feveral other Nati- 
ons can plead a Claim tothe E£a/- 
Idnian Trade, a Claim of equal Va- 
lidity with our own. That the Da- 
nians have their Sett'ement there, and 
that the Luftanians difcover’d the 
way to thofe kegions of Wealth, from 


which.fome perhaps are inclined ¢0 
exclude them. ~ aril alla 

__, But nothing is more vain than to 
Attempt to exclude them by refufing 


A to enfure their Ships, becaufe the O- 


pinion that they can be infured=by | 
no other.

‘Foundation... There are_at this'Time,

That this Trade is now carried on, 
chiefly by this Nation, tho’ not fole- 
ly, is inconteftible, but what can be 
inferred from that. but that we ought 
not to obftrué our own Gain; that 
we ought not to make a Law tode- 
prive ourfelves of that Advantage’ of 
which either favourable Accidents or 
our own Sagacity have put us in Pof- 
feffion. 

For this Reafon it-appears that it 


E would not contribute to the Wealih 


of the Pulick to debar us frompin{u- 
ring the Ships, even of thofe with 
whom we are at Warf, for it isal- 
ways to be remembred that they will 
receive no Detriment from fuch Prohi- 


F bitions, nor will feel any other con- 


fequence from them than a Neceffity 
of transferring to fome other Nation 
‘the Profit which we receive from it. 

What the profit is which arifes to 
the Nation from the Trade of Infu- 
rance it is not Poffible exaétly to de- 
termine, but that the Trade is really 
advantagious may be reafonably con- 
ceived, becaufe after many Years Ex- 
perience itis diligently followed, and 
a law was never neceflary fro pro- 
hibit the Perfuit of a Bufinefs by which 


H rothing was to be gained. Burt could 


the Gain of the Infurer be a doubttul 
Point, there is a certain Advantage to 
theN:tion by the Money paid for Com- 
miffion, Brokerage, Stamps, and the 
Credit of the Premium depofited here 
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I might add, Sir, another confider- 
able Sum yearly arifing to the Govern- 
ment from the additional Letters, oc- 
cafioned by this Trade, which en- 
creafe the Revenues of the Poft-Office, 
without any Deduétion for additional 
Charge. . 

That the Lofs of this Profit, and 
the Gain of infuring, will enfue up- 
on the Ratification of this Bill, can- 
not be denied ; nor does it appear, 
that this Lofs will be ctounterbalane’d 
by any Advantage that will be gained 
over our Rivals or our Enemies. 

Whether this Bill, Sir, would pro- 
duce to the Merchants of that City by 
which it is promoted, the Advantages 
which they expect from it, or remove 
any of the Grievances of which they 
complain, I am not able pofitively to 
determine; but know, that it is not 
unconimon for Merchants, as well as 
other Men, to confound private with 
publick Grievances, and to imagine 
their own Intereft the Intereft of the 
Nation. 

With regard, Sir, to the Practice 
of infuring, Jnteref or no Intereft, as 
- the Term is, when an imaginary Va- 
lue is put upon the Ship or Cargo, 
often much above its real Worth, it 
cannot be denied, that fome Opportu- 
nities may be given by it for wicked 
Practices. But there will always be 
Circumftances in which there can be 
no Security againf{t Frauds, but com- 
mon Faith ; nor do [ fee how we can 
fecure the Infurers againft the Poffibi- 
lity of being defrauded. 

I cannot indeed difcover, Sir, how 
this Method of infuring can be pré- 
vented ; for how can the Value of a 
Cargo be eftimated, which is to be

trufted to fet that Value, without 
any Law to director reftrain them. 

If the Merchants are oppreffed by any 
peculiar Inconveniencies, and can find 
means of redreffing them without in- 
juring the publick Commerce, any 
Propofal for that Purpofe ought to be 
favourably received; but as the Bill 
now before us propofes general Re- 
ftraints, and propofes to remove Grie- 
vances, which are not felt, by Re- 
medies, which thofe, upon whom they 
are to operate, do not approve. 
think it ought not to be referr’d to a 
Committee, but rejected. 


The Urg ; Suthewoll fpoke next in Term 
to this Purpofe. 
SIR, 
Wet I firft propofed this Bill 
to the Houfe, I lamented the 
Abfence of that Hon. Gentleman, 
from whofe Difcuffions and Afgu- 
ments, I expected great Information ; 
and for whofe Judgment, in all com- 
mercial Queftions, I have the higheft 
Efteem, as his Penetration not only 
enables him to difcover the Confe- 
quences of Methods which have not 
yet been tried, but as his extenfive 
Acquaintance with many Branches 
of ‘Trade, cannot but have informed 
him of the Sucéefs of many Expedi- 
ents tried,. as well in other Na- 
tions as our own, for the Advancement 
of it. 
Trade, Sir, is a Subje&, of which it 


“has been juftly obferved, that very 


collected in a long Voyage, at diffe-G 


rent Ports, and where the Succefs of 
the Adventurers often depends upon 
lucky Accidents, which are indeed al- 
ways hoped for,. but. feldom happen. 
An imaginary Value mutt therefore be 
fixed upon, when the Ship leaves the 
Port; becaufe 
Voyage cannot be foreknown, and the 
contracting Parties may be fafely

few Gentlemen have attained Know- 
ledge fufficient to qualify themfelves 
to judge of the Propriety of any new 
Regulation ; and I cannot but con- 
fefs, that L have no uncommon Skill 
in thefe Queftions. What I have te 
ofier on this Occafion, has been fug- 
geited to me, not fo much by my 
own Obfervations, as by the Intelli- 
gence which I have very induftrioufly 
fought, and by which, as [ endea- 
voured to enquire of thofe whole O- 
pinion was leat likely to be perverted 
by their Intereil, 1 hope 1 have not 
been mifled. 

A The 
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The Merchants, Sir, to whom it 
has been my Fortune to apply, have 
generally concurr’d in the Opinion that 
the prefent Praétice of Infuring, is pre- 
judicial to our Commerce, nor have I 
found any Difagreement between my 
Conftituents, and the Traders of this 
great Metropolis. 

I am unwilling to imagine that 
there can be any Evil, for which the 
Wifdom of this Affembly cannot dif- 


cover a Remedy, and am therefore of B 


Opinion, that if the Grievance is real, 
fome Expedient may be difcovered for 
temoving it, and that it is real, I can- 
not but be convinced by the Declara- 
tions of fo many Men, who can have 


ho Intereft in complaining when they ¢ 


fuffer nothing, and whofe known Abi- 
lities exempt them from the Sufpicion 
of imputing any Part of their Uneafi- 
nefs toa Caufe which cannot produce it. 

The Bill before us, Sir, requires, in 
my Opinion, fome Amendments, and 
in its prefent State, might, perhaps, 
produce more Detriment than Advan- 
tage, but fince it is neceflary, at leaft 
to attempt fomething for the Relief of 
Men fo ufeful to this Nation, it appears 
to me neceflary to form a Committee, 


and to deliberate on this Subject with E 


more Attention. 


The Urg; Lodowock fpoke next to the fol- 
lowing Effe? : 
SIR, 

Hough I am not of Opinion that 
the Bill in its prefent State, 
ought to be pafled into a Law, yet I 
am far from thinking it fo imperfect 
as not eafily to be amended, and there- 
fore am defirous that it fhould be con- 

fider’d in a Committee. 


I have not, indeed, Sir, often ob-‘G 


ferved, that Bills injudicioufly drawn 
up at firft, have received great Im- 
provements from a fecond Confidera- 
tion, and have found it more eafy to 
form a new Bill, than to make Altera- 
tions in one that is laid before us, for 
fome original Error will commonly 
remain, and the Sentiments of different 
Men purfuing different Views, can fel- 
dom be modelled into one confiftent 





Scheme. But I am far from confider- 
ing this Bill, as one of thofe that can- 
not be amended, for I can difcover but 
few Objections to the Regulations pro- 
pofed in it, and thofe not relating to 
any of the effential Parts, but flight 
and circumftantial, fuch as will eatily 
be removed, or perhaps anfwered. 

The Grievance, Sir, for which this 
Bill propofes a Remedy, is fo generally 
known, and fo univerfally lamented, 
that, I believe, there is not any thing 
more worthy of the Attention of the 
Legiflature than an Enquiry into the 
Caufe of it, and the proper Method of 
redrefling it. 

In our Enquiry into the Caufes of 
this Obftruétion of Trade, I am of 
Opinion, Sir, that the Praétice of In- 
furing, Jnteref or no Intereft, will appear 
to be the Foundation of this general 
Uueafinefs, it will be found a Practice 
of fo natural a Tendency to Fraud, and 
fo'eafily fufceptible of difhoneft Arti- 
fices, that I believe, every Member of 
this Houfe will defire its Suppreffion. 

To confirm my Affertion, Sir, and 
illuftrate the Queftion before us, I fhall 
mention fome particular Inftances of 
Fraud to which this Cuftom has given 
Occafion, of Fraud fo evident and fo 
deteftable that it cannot be related with- 
out Indignation. 

The Royal Gorgenti was a large Ship 
belonging to the Pacific Company, 
which having been a Voyage to Vera 
Cruz, put in at Zamenghol in her Re- 
turn; and being there refitted to pro- 
ceed on her Voyage homewards, fet 
fail, and came within a Week’s failing 
of the Port, when upon a fudden, the 
Officers entered into a Confultation, 
and determined to go back a Month’s 
Voyage to Antigua, for what Reafon, 
Sir, may eafily be gueffed ; when it was 
told that a Ship was infured upon a 
fuppofed Value of fixty thoufand 
Sprugs. , 

This Refolution, Sir, was no fooner 
formed, than Orders were given to 
change the Courfe and fteer to Antigua, 
in oppofition to all the Remonftrances 
of the Carpenter, who is the proper 
Judge of the Condition of a Veffel, “

who declared with Honefty and Re- 
folution againft their whole Procedure. 
But they purfued their new Scheme 
without any regard to his Murmurs or 
Affertions, and when they arrived at 
Antegua, found fome Method of in- 
fluencing the Officers of that Ifland to 
declare the Ship unfit for the Profecu- 
tion of the Voyage. 

Their Defign, Sir, was now happily 
compleated. To confirm the Deter- 


mination which had been pronounced B 


in their Favour, they ftranded the Ship 
upon a Bank of Sand, forced out the 
Iron that grapples the Timber toge- 
ther, and having firft taken away the 
Mafts and Rigging, and whatever elfe 
could be ufed or fold, threw the Ballaft 


to each end, and fo broke the Veffel in © 


the middle. 

By this well-contriv’d Shipwreck, 
having as they imagined raifed their 
Fortunes, they came home triumphantly 
from their profperous Voyage, and 


claimed the Money for which the Ship D 


was infured. The Infurers ftartled at 
a Demand fo unexpected, enquired 
into the Affair with all the Induftry 
which it’s Importance might naturally 
incite, and after fome Confultation de- 
termined to try whether the Ship might — 
not be refitted and brought to Li/iiput. 

In purfuance of this Refolution, they 
fent Workmen and Materials, and 
without much Expence, or any Difii- 
culty, brought it hither. 

I believe, Sir, this Relation is fuffi- 
cient at once, to prove the Praétice, 
and explain the Nature of the Frauds 
to which this Method of Infurance 
gives occafion, but as the frequency of 
them is fuch, that many Inftances may 
be produced ; I fhall offer another fhort 
Narrative of fame kind. 

A Ship that belonged to the Eaf- 
Idnian-Company, infured after this 
Method, was run ashore by the Cap- 
tain, in fuch a Manner that he imagined 
none but himfelf able to recover it, and 


therefore though it coft five thoufand fy 


Sprugs, fold it for five hundred, but the 
Parchafer no lefs expert than the Cap- 
tain, found means very fpeedily to dif- 
engage it, to reftore it to a proper 
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tes 
Condition with little Expence, and was 
much enriched by his fortunate Bargain. 

I cannot but obferve, Sir, that this 
kind of Fraud is more formidable, as it 
may be prattifed without a Poffibility 
of Deteétion, had the Captain inftead 
of ftranding deftroyed his Veffel, how 
could his Wickednefs ever have been 
difcovered, or how could the Pacific 
Company’s Ship have been brought 
home, had it been funk in fome diftant 
Corner of the World. 

This Praétice, Sir, and the Frauds 
which it has occafioned, and the Suf- 
picions which the eafy Prattice of 
Frauds always creates, have produced 
fo many Trials, and filled the Courts 
of Juftice with fuch intricate Con- 
tentions, that the Jadges, who know 
pene nothing of this Praétice but 
rom its Effeéts, have often declared, 
it to be fo pregnant with Contefts 
and Cheats, that it ought .not to be 
fuffered, and that a Law for fuppref- 
fing it, would much contribute to the 
Eftablifhment of Peace, and the Secu- 
rity of Property. 

I am not infenfible, Sir, of the 
Force of the Argument made ufe of 
by the honourable Gentleman who 
{poke in Favour of this Praétice, and 
cannot but allow it that Regard which 
his Reafonings always deferve ; it is 
the ftrongeft, and perhaps the only 
Argument, that can be produced. 
His Affertion of the Impoflibility of 
eftimating the real Value of a Ship, or 
of foreknowing the Succefs of a Voy- 
age, is inconteftible: But perhaps it 
will follow from thence, not that an 
imaginary Value ought to be admitted, 
but that no Infurance ought to be al- 
lowed, where there is no rational Me- 


G thod of afcertaining it; or at leat 


that all fuch Infurance ought to be 
rather below the probable Value, than 
above it. 

If the Grievance complain’d of, 
has been proved not to be imagina- 
ry, we ought doubtlefs to confult how 
it may be remedied ; nor do I be- 
lieve that our Confultations will be 
ineffelual, if we engage in them, 
not with-an Intention to perplex, but 
i) 
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to inform each other. I am of O- 


pinion, Sir, that the Importance of 
the Quettion requires a Committee ; 
nor can I difcover any effential De- 
feé&t in the Bill, which fhould hinderA 
it irom pafling into a Law. 


The Urg; Berrul fpoke to this Efe. 

SIR, 

Am convinced by Experience, as 

well as Reafon, that fo many In- 
conveniencies arife from this Method 
of Infurance, that it affords fo many 
Opportunities of Fraud, and gives 
fuch Encouragement to Negligence, 
that I fhali willingly concur in any 
feafures that may effectually fup- 
prefs it. 

It is, Sir, too well known to re- 
quire Proof, that Intereft is the Pa- 
rent of Diligence, and that Men at- 
tend to the Performance of their 
Duty, in Proportion as they muft 


ftor’d ; fo much decay’d in the Rot 
toms and fo ill fitted with Rigging,that 
he declares his Aftonifhment at their 
Arrival. 

It may deferve our Confideration, 
Sir, whether the Succefs of the Jberian 
Privateers, may not be in great Part 
attributed to this pernicious Praétice ; 
whether Captains, when their Veffels 
are infur’d for more than their Value, 
do not rafhly venture into known 
Danger? Whether they do not wil- 
fully mifs the Security of Convoys ? 
Whether they do not direét their 
Courfes where Privateers may moft fe- 
curely cruize ? Whether they do not 
furrender with lefs Refiftance than In- 


C tereft would excite ? And whether they 


do not raife Clamours againft the Go- 
vernment for their ill Succefs, to 
avoid the Sufpicion of Negligence or 
Fraud. . 
That other Frauds are committed 


fuffer by the Neglect of it; andD in the Practice of Infuring, is well 


therefore every Praétice that deprives 
Honefty of its Reward, is injurious to 
the Publick. 

But that this is the Confequence of 
eftimating Ships at an imaginary Va- 
lue in the Offices of Infurance, is to 
the higheft Degree evident. Whena 
Ship is eftimated above its real Value, 
how will the Commander fuffer by a 
Wreck, or what fhall refirain him 
from deftroying his Veffel, when it 
may be done with Security to himfelf, 


known to the honourable Gentleman :

Sir, is in its prefent State, I believe, 
fo. perplexed with Frauds, and of fuch 
manifeft Tendency to the Obftruction 
of Commerce, that it abfolutely re- 
quires fome legal Regulations.

mitted by particular Men, it is not to

prohibited, which has furnifhed Vil- 
lains with Opportunities of Deceit, 
we fhall contra& Trade into a narrow 
Compafs.

It is well known, Sir, to all who 
have either heard or read of the Jbe- 
rians, that they live in Careleffnefs and 
Indolence, negleé& all the natural Ad- 
vantages of their own Country, de- 
fpife the Gain of foreign Commerce, 
and depend wholly on their Colum- 
bian Settlements, for all the Conve- 


G niencies, and perhaps for moft of the 


Neceffaries of Life. 

This is the particular Circumftance 
that makes a War with Lilliput fo 
much to be dreaded by them.

muft at length be fubdued, and fub- A But this Trade was prohibited, be- 


dued perhaps without a Battle, and 
without the poffibility of Refiftance ;

or their Difcipline is of no Ufe, they 
may form Armies indeed, but which 
can only ftand upon the Shore, to de- 
fend what their Enemies have no In- 
tention of invading, and fee thofe 
Ships feized in which their Pay is trea- 
fured, or their Provifions are ftored.

it be not defeated by our own Folly, 
amd furely a more effe€tual Method of 
defeating it, the Jberians themfelves 
could not have difcovered, than that 
of infuring their Ships among our 
Merchants. 

When a Ship thus infured is taken, 
which notwithftanding all Precautions 
muft fometimes happen, we examine 
the Cargo, find it extremely valuable, 
and triumph in our Succefs; We not 
only count the Gain to ourfelves, but 
the Lofs to our Enemies, and deter- 
mine that a {mall Number of fuch Cap- 
tures will reduce them to offer us Peace 
upon our own Terms. 

Such are the Conclufions which are 
made, and made with Reafon, by 


the Profit of the Infurance, but we 
fhall be re-imburs’d by the Captures, 
which is an Argument that cannot be 
produc’d for the Prohibition of Com- 
merce. 

It is urg’d, Sir, that they may in- 
fure their Ships in other Countries, an 
Affertion of which, whether it be true 
or not, I am not able to decide;

Praétices of our Merchants, and who 
do not fufpeét us to be ftupid enough 
to fecure our Enemies againft our- 
felves, but it is often found upon a 
more clofe Examination, that our 
Ships of War have only plundered 
ovr Merchants, and that our Priva- 
teers may indeed have enriched them- 
felves, but impoverifhed their Coun- 
try. It is difcovered, that the Lofs of 
the Jberians is to be repaid, and per- 
haps fometimes with Intereft, by the 
Lilliputian Infarers. 

If it be urged, that we ought not to 
enact any Laws which may obftruc&t 
the Gain of our Fellow Subjeéts, may 
it not be afked, why all Trade with

be anfwer'd, that tho’ we cannot 
wholly fafpend their Commerce, it is 
yet our Bufinefs to obftruét it as far as 
we are able ? 

May it not, Sir, be farther affirm’d, 
that by infuring in other Nations, 
they may injure their Allies by falling 
into our Hands, but do not the lefs 
benefit us? That if they do not grow 
weaker, we at leaft are ftrengthen’d ; 
but that by infuring among us, what- 
ever Steps are taken, the Equilibrium 
of the War is preferv'd always the 
fame ?

gument for the Prohibition of any. 
That the Practice of Iofuring an 


imaginary 
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imaginary Value, may giveOpportunity 
for greater Frauds than can be pratti- 
fed in common Dealings, is likewife 
evident, but I cannot difcover fuch 
Frauds to require the Interpofition of 
the Legiflature. 


If they are praétifed only by thofe of A 


our own Nation, the Publick does not 
fuffer ; for Property is only transferred 
from one Subje& to another, the Fraud 
ought indeed to be feverely punifh’d in 
the Courts of Criminal Juftice, but the 
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mit Fraud to be practifed, the Infurers 
by a proportionate Degree of Caution, 
fecure themfelves from being injured, 
and by confequence the Nation: 

The Infurance of foreign Ships is 
now to be confidered, by which great 
Profit arifesto the Nation: We infure, 
Sir, as it has been obferved, at lower 
Rates than other Nations, becaufe we 
have more Bufinefs of this kind, and 
the Smallnefs of our Profit is compen- 
fated by the Frequency ; the Cheapnefs 


Cuftom which gave the Opportunity of B of Infurances, and Eagernefs of Fo- 


pradtifing it, ought not to be reftrain’d, 
any more than any other Profeflion not 
criminal in itfelf, but liable to accidental 
Abufes. 

If our Infurers are defrauded by Fo- 
reigners, the Nation is then, indeed, 
more nearly affected, but even in that 
Cafe, it is to be remember’d, that the 
private Intereft of the Infurers, who 
muft be immediately ruined, is a fuffi- 
cient Security for the Publick. For it 
cannot, Sir, be conceived that any Man 


will obftinately carry on a Bufinefs, by pM to that of any other Traders. 


which he becomes every Day poorer, 
or, that when he defifts he will be 
fucceeded by another, who cannot but 
know that ‘he engages in that Traffick 
to his certain Ruin. 

The true State of this Affair is, that 


Frauds are, indeed, often committed, “ 


and are for that Reafon always fufpect- 
ed, and that the Infurers, when they 
infure the Ship and Cargo againit Ac- 
cidents, reckon among other Chances, 
the Probability of being cheated, and 
proportion their Demands, not only to 
the Length and Danger of the Voyage, 
but to the Character likewife of the 
Man with whom they contract. 

This, Sir, is always the Practice of 
thofe whom Experience has made ac- 
quainted with the Danger of implicit 
Confidence, and unfufpecting Credulity, 
nor do any but the Young and Unfkil- 
ful fuffer themfelves to be fo expofed 
to Frauds, as that their Fortunes fhould 
be injared, or the general Gain of their 
Bufinefs over-balanced, by afew Deceits. 


C In 


reigners to infure here, reciprocally 
contribute to each other ; we are often 
applied to, becaufe we infure at an eafy 
Rate, and we can infure at an eafy 
Rate, becaufe we are often applied to. 
Nor is the Cheapnefs of Lil/iputian 
furance, the only Motive to the Pre-

From thefe two Confiderations we 
may draw unanfwerable Arguments | 
againft any Reftraints upon the Praétite 
of Infuring, if Foreigners ‘are once 
difappointed in their Applications to us, 
our Bufinefs will in a great Part ceafe, 
and as. we fhall not then be able to

tions, we fhall never recover that Branch 
of our Trade. And as the Charatter 
of the Liliputian Merchants exempts 
them from any Sufpicion of Praétices 
pernicious to the Publick, why fhould 
they be reftrained ?

giflature of their own Country, whom

This Argument may perhaps be yet 
more effectually invalidated, or perhaps 
entirely fubverted by denying the Ex- 
pedience of that Prohibition which is 
produced as a Prefident for another Re- 
ftraint.

It was obferved, Sir, in the begin- 
ning of the Debate, by a Gentlenian 
eminently fkill’d in mercantile Affairs, 
that Infusance was prattfied by many 
Nations ; but he did not inform us of 
what one of the Claufes makes it pro- 


threatening the Ruin of our Countfy, 
can be prevented but by a conftant and 
regular Particularization of every Car- 
go carried to Blefefeu. 

I admit, Sir, that fome Cargoeés

And whereas the Tir 
berties, €&'c. granted by the faid Let- 
ters Patent, were afterwards by Act of 
Parliament, in the 8th of Queen E/ix. 
confirmed to the faid Merchants and 
their Succeffors, by the Name of Tie 
A Fellawsbip of Englith Merchants for Daj- 
covery of New Trades (now commonly 
called the Ruffia Company) by which 
the faid Fellowthip are to have the fole 
Privilege of trading to and from the

HE Northern Provinces of Per- 
ffa produce the moft and beft 
Sorts of Raw-Silk, and from thence 
the Southern Provinces, and the Silk 
Manufadtories at Mujbad as well as 
Turkey, are in a Manner wholly fup- 
plied: The Northern Provinces mof 
abounding in Silk, may be reduc’d to 
three, Gilan whofe principal City is 
Refebd, Sherwan whole principal City 
is Schama/fchfe, Arrafe whofe principal 


thefe Provinces are on the South-Weft 
Shores of the Cafpian-Sea, and the 
latter is adjacent to them not very far 
from the Ca/pian. 

Since Thamas Kuli Kan (now Nadir 
Shab) afcended the Throne of Perfia, 
he hath made the City Mufad the 
Seat of the Perfian Empire, and by 
the extraordinary Privileges he hath 
endow’d it with, and other Meafures 
he hath taken to aggrandize that City, 
he hath almoft drain’d Jpahan of its 
Inhabitants. 
(fole Regent of Perfia, and eldeft Son 
of Nadir Shah) hath eitablith’d his 
Refidence at Mubad, for thefe laf 
4 Years, during his Father's Abfence 
in India, in which Time he hath taken 
the City of Baulcke, and clear’d the 
Frontiers of Corafan (the Province in 
which Muad is fituate) from the 
Turkoman and Ufbeck'Tartars, who ufed 
much to infeft them: ’Tis expeéted 
likewife the City of Bucharia itfelf, as 
alfo Sarmakand, and feveral other Cities

pire, and City of Mxad. 

On the firifteft Enquiry I cou'd 
make, whilft I was in Gi/an, I cou’d 
not find that any Britifh Woollen 
Goods, either by Way of the Eaf- 


For at Mubad and the Bucharia’s, 
their Woollen Goods wou’d yield fo 
much better a Price, and greater Pro- 
fit wou’d enfue on their Returns. As 
in this Trade they wou’d fell all their 
Goods for ready Money; whereas in 
Ruffa, the Prices of their Commodi- 
ties are beat down, or Rufs Mer- 
chants may import them immediately 
from Great-Britain themfelves. The 
Britife Merchants in Ruffa are like-

purpofe to buy up Raw Silk for the 
Levant Exportation. For the Eaftern 
Provinces of Perfia, produce but a very 
inconfiderable Quantity of that Com- 
modity.

UR high Commandment confifts 
in this, That we have condef- 
cended to grant the Petitioners the

and by thefe be it known to the moft

Governors and Commiffioners of our 
‘Empire of Jrén (which refembles Pa- 
radife) the Country of Badé, and its 
-Dependencies. Whereas fome honour- 


the Cafian, and from thence to carry’ 
‘them-to any Market of our Empire, 
particularly to our Provinces of Car- 
rafan, Irak, Pars, Vaufier, Rodbaun, 
Vezid, Kerman, Balk, Andiboad, Stra- 
brann, and to the Banks of the River 
Amu, and to the Confines of Badag- 
joan, Cabul, Cofwin, Pflagne, and to

Expedition, 
in laying down fome Part of the great 
Rivers Bella, Kama, Wolga, and 
Yaick, and of feveral confiderable Ri- 
vers that fall into them, and in draw- 
ang a Geographical Map of the South- 
Eaft Frontiers from the Springs of the 
Yaick, which arife out of the Moun- 
tains of 4rall/, on the Confines of Si- 
beria.

That Diftempers are frequently the 
Efte&ts of bad Provifions, is an Opinion 
that requires no Arguments to fupport 
ic ; but what particular Diftempers are 
produced by any kind of Provifions, can 
be learn’d only by Experience, which has 
not yet afforded any Proofs that Horfe 
Beans, Peafe, and Barley, are uhwhole- 
feme. 

In feveral Parts of the Kingdom, the 
Inhabitants chiefly live upon Barley and 
Oat- bread, which inftead of caufing any 
Fever, may more probably be faid to make 
an Addition to their Days, no People in 
the Kingdom enjoying more Health or 
longer Life ; fo that Barley cannot juftly 
be charged with this Havock of Mankind, 
uniefs fome Reafon can be affigned for 
its being fuppofed to have this Year fome 
pernicious Qualities, which it never had 
before. 

That Peafe compofe a large Part of the 
Diet of cur Seamen is too well known to 
‘be conteited ; a Food order’d with a De- 
figa ty prevent the bad Efeas which mutt 
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neceflarily arife from a long Courfe of 
fale Provifiotis; the Scurvy, notwithftand- 
ing this Prefervative,is‘a Diftemper which 
Seafaring People feldom efeape ; but with- 
out it to what a height might it not 
arrive ? inftead of affecting “the cutaneous 
Glands.only, no part of the Body would 
be.free from its Ravages, nor'would there 
perhaps. be. many Symptoms ‘of the Vee 
nereal Difeafe which the Scurvy fo exaf- 
perated would not ony - 

Sometime ago a Diftemper 
amongft our Horfes, cictafoad Pay 
then reported by their eating bad-Beans; 
I faw many of thofe Beans fplit, in each 
of which was a little black Subftance ‘not 
unlike a..Fly ; but whatever it was, or 
what effects it might Produce in Beafts, 
certain it is that even at that Time the 
Millers mixed the Flower of thofe Beans 
with other Meal, without any Detriment 
to the Peoples Conftitutions who Eat 
of it. 

The Author tells ‘‘ us that-at one Time 
** of the-laft Summer the Produce of our 
*€ Gardens particularly Cabbage was very

If we confider the fudden Revo- 
lutions that have happened in one Quar- 
ter, the jarring Interefts, of Princes that 
fubfift in another, and the Confufion that 
mutt neceffarily flow from fach complicat- 
ed Difturbances, there is no Caufe of 
Wonder, fhould every Month prefent us 
with new and unexpected Alterations. 
Notwithftanding the new Emprefs of 
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Ruffia has placed herfelf in the Throne g 


with fo little Oppofition, and feems 
not to be difagreeable to her Subjeds, 
yet that mighty Empire can fcarcely be 
fuppofed to have recovered from the 
Surprife it was lately thrown into. To 
the Account, in our December Magazine, 
of this Revolution, we believe it wili not 


be unacceptable to add the following Cir- C 


cumitances, fome of which have not yet 
been made publick, and others but ime 
perfectly mentioned. 

Affairs having been concerted, on 
Decr 5, as mentioned in our laft, this 
great Tranfaction began with a Deputa- 
tion of tix Grenadiers trom the Guards, to 
the PrincefS Elizabeth, to engage her to 
take the Reins of the Government into 
her Hands.

Struck wirh her Prefence ana Au- 
thority, they obey’d: She commanded 
them co arreft fome Officers in a neigh- 
bouring Guard-houfe ; then advanced 
with the utmoft Silence, having cut all 
the Drum Heads, to the Winrer Palace, 
where the Princefs Regent refided. She 
entered it with a few only of her Fol- 
lowers ; and coming to the Room where 
the Officers waited; Behold, (1aid the) 
your rightful Sovereign- All were at 
firft aftonifhed, ’cill a Captain more da- 
ring than the reft attempted to feize her, 
but was prevented by one of her At- 
tendants, who endeavour’d to kill him. 
But fhe held his Hand, faying, Spare bis 
Life, No Blood fhall be fhed in my 
Cauje, She then proceeded to the Room 
where the Regent was in Bed with her 
Husband, whom fhe in a calm _ cyil 
Manner defired to rift, for they muit 





leave the Palace, it being her Property, 
24% may be affered (added the) thatjour 
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Perjons are fafe, nor do I think you can 
blame me for afferting my Right. Affairs 
were now conducted as beiore related, 
end the next Day which was allotted for 
the Confinement of the Princefs Elizae 
beth ina Convent, faw her proclaimed 
Emprefs. 

ThePrince of Heffe Homberg, chief Cone 
duétor of this Affair, was fome Years ae 
go to have been married co the prefent 
Czarina, and afterwards efpoufed a Prin- 
cels of Cantemir. Inthe Reigns of Pe- 
ter I. the Emprefs Catharine, and Peter II. 
he was placed at the Head of the Army.

Men have the Rank of Lieutenants, the 
Corporals of Captains, the Serjeants of 
Majors, the fix, who firft appeard in her 
Intereit, cf Licurenant Colonels ; the En- 
fign of a Brigadier, the two fecond Lieu- 
tenants of Major Generals, and the firft 
Lieutenant of a Licutenant General.

A Compliment very a» 
greeable to the Grand Monarque, nor 
does the Ambaflador feem to have deviat- 
ed much from the Truth. For France 
has aow thewn ierfelf able to raife whom 
fhe pieafes to the Imperial Throne, and 
coniequently to give Law to the whole 
Germanick Body: The Elector of Bava- 
ria, or new King ot Bohemia, ‘having 
been elected King of tne Romans and 
Emperor of Germany the 13th Inftant. 
This Prince paid a Vilit laft Month co the 
King, Queen, and Royal Family of Poland 
at Drejacn ; as did the Pruliian King, 
with his Brother, Prince Henry, the Sth 
lattant. 
lf we next take a View of the Situae 
tion ot Italy, we {hall fee nothing burt 
Confution prevailing likewife in that 
Country.

* Philip Emanuel, who was born in 
1586, was brought up as Prince Royal ;

entered into this Engagement, though 
without fhewing it, he therefore ene 
gaged his Son-in-Law to fend the young 
Prince to Madrid, under a Pretence ot 
* making

After publifhing this Manitefto, and 
marching his Army of near 30,000 Men 
to the Frontiers of Milan, inftead of fup- E 
porting his Title with the Sword, as was 
generally imagined, he remains in a State of 
Inactivicy. Thefe Circumftances make it 
fufpe&ted that he continues in the Intereit 
of the Queen of Hungary, agreeably to 
his Profeffions of Friendfhip to that Prin- 
cefs. Others again believe him to be in 
Concert with the Houfe of Bourbon ; but 
if any outward Appearance of the Court 
of Foance canbe relied on, the Manner 
fhe treated the Sardinian Majefty’s Mani- 
feito, feems to contradié that Conjec- 
ture. For fhe not only refufed it, but 
alfo gave ftri& Orders to all Stationers, 
Printers. and Bookfellers, not to print or 
publifh ic under very fevere Penalties.

Extra of a Letter from Gibraltar, dated 
Dec, 21. 
I doubr ‘not you ‘have an Account of the 

Junction of the Spanifh with the French 
Fleet, above Malaga. The Spaniards, 
confifting of 19 Sail, pafs’d the Streights 
Nov. 24, in the Night, Eaftward ; Adm. 
Haddock, was at the fame Timé, with his 
Fleet, in this Bay, but repairing. The 
next Morning a brisk Eaft Wind came on 
which drove the Spaniards fo far back, 
that they continued Part of 2 Days in our 
Sight. On the 2d of December, the Adm. 
fail’d, and in a few Days came up with 
them, in Order of Batrle, (which Order 
the others likewife obferved) and bore 
down upon them. The French Admiral 
in Sight, with 12 Sail, fteod in between 
the two Fleets, with a Flag of Truce, and 
reprefented to the Englifh Admiral, That 
as he was engaged with them in one Expe- 
dition, he mujt obey kis Orders, and could 
not avoid taking them into bis Protettion. 
Upon which the Admiral cail’d a Council 
of War, wherein it was refolved to proe 
ceed to Portmahone. 

Adm. Aadaock had here 13 Ships of the 
Line, 3 40 Gun Ships 3 Firefh'ps, and 4 
finall Ships laid by the Wall, che Men of 
which were put on board che others, 
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
